WY E EREAS by the /pectal favour of Queen Elizabeth rhere 
was a congregation of Dutch people tolerated to pragtife the 
art and trade of bay and fay making in thé town of Colcheiter in 
the county of Kilex; and for the upholding the credit of the faid 
trade, and for the avoiding and punifhing all unjuf? and fraudulent 
dealings therein, there have been divers good and laudable orders and 
comfittutions made, which were confirmed by letters patents under the 
great feal of England in the tenth year of King James, and by fe- 
veral orders made by the late King’s privy-council; the firié? and eg- 
ac? execution of which faid orders and conflitutions by the governors of 
&he Dutch bay-hall there, hath brought that kind of drapery into 
bigh credit, not only at home, but alfo in foreign parts, and that by 
reafon of the faid trade, many or ll a of poor people, both within 
the faid town of Colchefter and places thereabout, are daily im- 
ployed and fet to work: (2) Notwithflanding which faid orders, and
